The Hoy Divers of St. Pierre—A Scramble 


Beneath the \Tuvcs. 


Morning—a gold sunrise. 
Tho wind 


has fulk-a. 
It is a great warm caress. 


Tho sea is deep indigo, the sky a cloudless 
and tender blue. Martinique looms before 
us. At first it appears all gray—a vapory 
gray—then it becomes bluish gray, then 
all green. It is another of the beautiful 
volcanic family; it owns the same hill 
shapes with which ws have already be- 
como acquainted; its uppermost height 
is hooded with the familiar cloud; we see 
the same gold yellow plains, the some 
wonderful varieties of verdancy, tho same 
long green spurs reaching out into the 
sea—doubtless formed by old lava tor- 
rents. But all this is now repeated for 
us more imposingly, more grandiosely; it is 
wrought upon a larger scale than any- 
thing wo have yet soen. 
The semicircu- 


lar sweep of tho harbor, dominated by the 
eternally veiled summit of the huge 
Mount Pclco (misnamed, since it is green 
to the very clouds), from which tho land 
slopes down on either hand to tho soa by 
gigantic undulations, is otic of the fairest 
sights that human eye can gaze upon. 
Thus viewed, tho whole island shape is a 
mass of blazing green, with streaks or 
shadows of darker green here and there— 
glooms of forest Lollops or hovering 
shadows of a cloud. 


The city of St. Pierre, on the edge of the 


land, looks as if it had slided down the 
entire height of tho hill behind it, so 
strangely do the streets come tumbling 
down tho steep in cascades of masonry, 
with a red billowing of tiled roofs over 
all, and enormous 
palms 
poking up 


through it, higher even than the creamy 
white twin towers of its 
antiquated 


cathedral. 


Wo anchor in limpid blue water; the 


cannon shot is answered by a prolonged 
thunder dapping of mountain echoes. 
Then from tho shore a straugo flotilla 
bears down upon us. There is one boat, 
two or three canoes: but tho bulk of the 
craft aro simply white wooden frames 
—flat 
bottomed structures inado from 


shipping cases or lard boxes, with tri- 
angular ends. In all of theso sit naked 
boys—boys between 10 and 14 years of 
ago—varving in color from a fine clear 
yellow to a deep reddish brown or choco- 
late tint. 
They row with two little 


square flat pieces of wood for paddles, 
clutched in each hand, and these lid shaped 
things aro dipped into the water on either 
side with absolute precision, in perfect 
time, all the pairs of little naked arms 
seeming 
moved by a singlo impulse. 


There is much unconscious grace in this 
paddling, as well as consummate skill. 
Then all about the ship theso ridiculous 
little boats begin to describe circles, cross- 
ing and intercrossing so closely as almost 
to bring them into collision, yet never 
touching. 


The boys have simply come out to dive 


for coins they expect passengers to fling 
to them. All aro chattering Creole, laugh- 
ing, and screaming shrilly; every eye, 
quick and bright as a bird's, watches tho 
faces o-f tho passeugers on deck. " 'Ten- 
tion-la!" shriek a dozen soprani; some 
passenger's hand has descended into a 
money p'jcket, and all are on the alert. 
Through the air, twirling and glittering, 
tumbles an English shilling, and drops 
into the deep water beyond tho littlo fleet. 
Instantly all the lads leap, scramble, top- 
plo head foremost out of their little tubs, 
and divo in pursuit. In the blue water 
their lithe figures look perfectly red, all 
but tho soles of their upturned feet, 
which show quite white. Almost imme- 
diately they all rise again; one holds up 
at arm's length above tho water tho re- 
covered coin, and then puts it into his 
mouth for safe keeping. 
Coin after coin 


is thrown in, and as speedily brought up; 
a shower of small silver follows, and not 
a piece is lost. These lads move through 
the water without apparent effort, with 
tho suppleness of fishes. Most aro decid- 
edly (ino looking boys, with admirably 
rounded limbs, delicately formed extremi- 
ties. The best diver and swiftest swim- 
mer, 
however, is a lemon colored lad; his 


fiico is rather commonplace, but his slim 
figure has the fluent grace of an antique 
bronze.—Lafcadio

A White Dos Running Side by Side vrttli 


an Kncino Going Sixty Miles an Hour. 
The Train Saved from What Might Have 
Been an Awful Wreck. 


A Tribune reporter was sitting on 


one of the seats on tho Battery prome- 
nade recently when a well dressed 
woman passed leading by a strap a snow 
white Spitz dog. A man dressed in tho 
rough garb of a laborer sat on the seat 
next to tho reporter, smoking a short 
stemmed cob pipe. 


"Talking about strange things," said 


the laborer, nudging the news gatherer, 
"I never see a white dog but what it calls 
up a strange experience I had while 
firing on the Pennsylvania railroad ten 
years ago. I was in the cab with Tommy 
Burns, one of tho best engineers in tho 
company's service, and our run was be- 
tween Jersey City and Philadelphia. 
We left Jersey City at 9 o'clock one Sat- 
urday evening, pulling a long tram of 
passenger coaches and three Pullmans.

"I was shoveling coal in the furnace 


at the t nne and the heat was blistering 
my eye balls ill their sockets. It took 
me some time after ga/.ing out of tho 
window Wore I could make out tho dog. 
Finally I saw him skimming along like 
a swallow. Now in the glare from the 
window he could be plainly seen, then 
lie » oulil get out in the lino of the dark- 
ness and wo would lose Bight of him. 
But he would ho sure to show up again 
in a few minutes. Ditches, cuts and 
sharp bonds, it was all the same, that 
white dog stuck beside tho cab as steady 
;us its shadow. Burns and I couldn't 
make it out. first we, thought our eye- 
eight was deoeuiiig us, for the awrful 
heat from the furnace, the sharp wind 
or something else, or all of these things 
put together, is terribly trying on one s 
eyes w ho has to use them in an engine 
cal).

up there's something wrong 


somewhere. I am agom' to stop her.'

"S,i;,' enough he stopped and wp both 


got o'i tiio cab. The conductor came 
running i:p anil wanted to know what 
in the Line Ua;:es w j-s the matter. 
We 


told him about tho w bite dog running 
alongside tho engine, and wo looked 
al«)iit to show him tho blamed animal. 
But ti our surprise there was no dog to 
be seen, and hunt high and hunt low we 
could not find him. 
The conductor 


laughed at us. and Burns nnd I got 
aboard again thinking that after all our 
eyes mi^ht have tooled us. Burns pulled 
back tho throttle and wo startca on 
slowly. There was a curving cut just 
ahead of us. Fifty yards from it, before 
the wheels had fairly begun to revolve 
good, the headlight Hashing on tho track 
before us showed us a rock that must 
have weighed two tons on our track. 
We stopped tho engine with the cow- 
catcher not twelve inches from tho 
stone,which, loosened by rains, had rolled 
down from the back. 
Hod we not 


stopped on account of that white dog 
wo would have struck it on full head- 
way, and you can see what that would 
have meant.

The cowboy's ideal, 
IJiethatoi' t!iemore"reiined" sportsman, 
istofihoot these cattle at sight, but the 
proprietors of the. ranches are doing 
much lor llieir protection.

Tex., near the new Mexican 
line, a place easily accessible from Kan- 
sas, Uuivor and Texas, via the Fort 
Worth and Denver railway. The cap- 
ture <>f wild horses is a profitable pursuit 
in this region.—Robert T. Hill in Science.

The ttrong arm, the btout heart, 
the cool In ad, die steady nerie. aie all 
wanting 1:1 the Londoner; and the proof 
of it is to l«; found in the comparatively 
small proportion of Londoners who aro 
admitted or, being admitted, can remain 
in the polke force. Naturally enough, 
the recruit* aro chiefly men drawn from 
the i ounlry round London. Kent fur- 
nishes a goodly number; eo do Essex, 
Hertfordshire, "Sussex and Hampshire. 
There is an authentic instance of a con- 
stable «ho hailed from Orkney, but 
probably he came by sea. With this ex- 
ception there is scarcely a man in the 
force who comes from the country north 
of Glasgow. That city absorbs all the 
tall men who want to be policemen, and 
so in their respective districts do Liver- 
pool, Leeds, Manchester and tho other 
lar^o towns of the north of England. It 
is not till we get south of Birmingham 
that the attractive force of tho metropo- 
lis takes effect.—St. Jame» Budget.
